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CLAIMS : 

What is claimed is; 
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1. A method for displaying data on jtif portable device, 
comprising the steps ck 

receiving a data p¥ge/in tjafe portable device; 

displaying the data^pag^^ in a first orientation, on 
the portable device; and 

selectively redisplaying the data page in a second 
orientation on the portable device . 




The method of claim 1, wherein the data page is 
received o^er a wireless connection. 

3. The metnod of claim 1, wherein the second orientation 
is a ninety-degree rotation of the first orientation. 
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4. The method of claim 1, wherein the device comprises a 
display that ih significantly larger in a first dimension 
than in a secoim direction orthogonal to the first 
dimension. 

5. The method qf claim 1, wherein the data page is 
redisplayed in refeponse to a user input. 
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6. The method of \ claim 1, wherein the data page is 
redisplayed after a preset duration.
